As for the Third Argument taken from the Succeſſion 
in the Palatinate, His Imperial Majeſty do'es not fo eſpouſe 
the Cauſe of the Moſt Serene EleQor Palatine, as to de- 
fend it atall Adventure without its coming to a fair Try- 
al : But it is moſt evident that that Prince (who is famous 
all over the World for the Nobility of His Blood, the 
Probity- of His Behaviour, and His great Wiſdom and 
Prudence) did not violently Invade the Woe 7 ofthe
